of sickness or misfortune, or who have been 
discharged from hospitals before regaining 
sufficient strength to assume their regular 
employments."’

The papers of incorporation having 
been filed, a meeting was held this after- 
noon in the office of Frederick H. Denman, 
counsel for Mr. Burke and for the new 
organization. Messrs. Burke, Hewitt, Shep- 
ard, and White were present. Mr. Sturgis, 
the only absentee, was at his home in Lenox, 
Mass. 

e property and railroad securities mak- 
ing up the $4,000,000 were formally trans- 
ferred. Most of the real estate is in this 
city, but there is much in Mount Vernon, 
N. J., and Minnesota. The raiiroad securi- 
ties are mostly those of western lines. 


‘Hewitt Outlines Plan. 


gave out, through the counsel, a statement 
presenting the outline of the plan to spend, 
the income on the $4,000,000 as far as it had, 
been determined up to date. 

“The trustees have broad powers,” con- 
tinues Mr. Hewitt’s statement, “but the 
trust deed specifies that ‘ the benefits of the 
foundation shall be reserved for intelligent 
and respectable men and women who, in 
consequence of sickness or discharge from 
hospitals before they have regained suffi- 
cient strength to earn their liveijhood, or in 
consequence of other misfortune, may ‘be in 
need of temporary assistance.’ ”’ 

An office is to be maintained in the city, 
where applicants may make known their 
wants, and they will be afforded prompt as- 
sistance. The especial object of the founder 
is to benefit convalescents, and provision is 
made for the establishment of a convales- 
cents’ home on the real estate conveyed in 
the vicinity of New York. All persons need- 
ing rest as a means of cure are to be admit- 
ted to this institution. 


Need Not Accept Charity. 

In cases where a patient does not wish to 
be an object of charity altogether there is 
to be a moderate charge, and, in case the ap- 
plicant so desires, the charge shall be re- 
garded as a loan. 

The donor particularly stipulates that “ the 
directors of the foundation chal! establish a 
thorough, careful, and kindly system for 
choosing as beneficiaries men and women 
who, beyond all reasonable doubt, are within 
the purposes described in the trust deed, but 
the founder, appreciating the frequent suf- 
fering caused by the tardy action In giving re- 
Hef, urges that the methods to be used, so far 
as they are consistent with propriety, shall be 
as expeditious as possible.” 


 Beserves Little for Himself, 

Mr. Burke will reserve a part of the income 
for his own maintenance till death. He is 
now about 85 years of age. 

One of the features is the Soisdubilicten: ofa 
hospital for the care of sick or ailing children 
who have no particular disease. 

Edward M. Shepard said tonight that Mr. 
Burke's gift was the largest in his experi- 
ence. ;

Left Estate of $40,000. 

Elmstedt was a capitalist. He left an 
estate valued at $40,000. His widow was 
appointed administratrix, but the other heirs 
filed a petition in the probate court to have 
her removed. The order was entered and 
the State bank was appoitned in her stead. 
She filed an accounting of her stewardship 
which the heirs protested was not correct. 
Judge Batten entered a rule upon her to 
turn over $6,500 worth of bank notes which 
were missing. 

She also was ordered to pay in $5,372 which 
she had not accounted for. She refused to 
obey the court’s order, declaring that she 
had given her husband pay for the notes 
and value received for the money. She was 
ruled tnto court to show cause why she 
should not be punished. 

For a long time she set at defiance the 
bailiffs who sought to serve the summons 
upon her. Once, while the hunt for her was 
at its height she slipped away to Kansas to 
live. When she returned, bailiffs haunted 
Her home in Washington Heights.

50 PER CENT ADVANCE. 


Say They Have Found Out That Di- 
rectors’ Plea of Poverty Is Ill 
Founded—Uniform Seale for All the 
Lines to Be Demanded, Amounting 
on the Average to Increase of One- 
Half—Chicago City Railway Con- 
ductors and Motormen’s Request. 


A demand for an Increase in wages amount- 
ing to 35.or 40 per cent will be made on the 
Union traction company by itsemployés who 
have joined the Amalgamated association. 
This will be done in spite of the understand- 
ing that was entered Into by the officers of 
| the union and Pesident John M. Roach that 
‘no such demands should be mate within a 
year. 

The decision was reached last night at a 
meeting of the governing board of the union 
at the headquarters, 152 Randolph 
street. It came as a result of the similar de- 
mand made on the Chicago city railway com- 
pany by its employés, which, at the time,was 
bitterly fought by the north and west side 
men. Bé@Sore the demand can be made it 
will have to be passed upon by the men, but 
they have been urging such a move for the 
last.month, and over 90 per cent are known 
to favor it. 


Want to Get Even with Roach. 


The action was taken as retaliation for the 
course pursued by President Roach in re- 
fusing to kill the protective association he 
formed when strike talk was prevalent and-

struction of any of sald vessels.” 

There is an appropriation of $175,000 for the 
equipment of each navy yard to be used for 
constructing any of the ships.

PUBLISHING INDUSTRY GROWS. 


Census Bureau Gives Figures on Capi- 
tal Invested, Output, and Num-. 
ber of Employes. 

Washington, D. C., July 1-—The census 
bureau today issued its report on printing 
and pubMshing in the United States for the 
census year 1900, showing a capital of $292,- 
517,072 invested in the 22,312 establishments 
reporting for theindustry. 

This sum represents only the live capi 
utilized and the value of the land, buildings, 
tools, machinery, and implements. The value 
of the products of the industry is returned 
at $347,055,050, to produce which involved 
an outlay of $36,000,719 for salaries of offi- 
cials, clerks, etc., $84,249,889 for wages, 
$55,897,529 for miscellaneous expenses, in- 
cluding rent, taxes, etc., and $86,856,290 for 
se ete used, mill supplies, freight, and 
fuel. 

Of all newspapers and periodical esta - 
ments over 638 per cent were owned by indi- 
viduals, 20 per cent by partnerships, and only 
17 per cent by corporations. The totals num- 
ber of wage earners in the industry had in- 
creased only 10 per cent since 1890, but the 
value of products increased 24 per cent. 
There was a much greater increase relatively 
among women wage earners than men. Of 
the total value of products advertising formea 
43 per cent, subscriptions and sales 36 per 
cent, and book and job printing, including 
miscellaneous products, 21 per cent. 

The total circulation per issue of dailies 
was enough to supply one for every five in- 
habitants and weeklies and monthiies one to 
every two inhabitants. Over 1,250,000,000 
pounds of paper were used during 1900, of 
which almost 78 per cent was consumed for 
newspapers.

Thequeen drove 
slowly past the troops to Buckingham palace, 
constantly bowing and smiling acknowledg- 
ments of the people’s greetings; the prince of 
Wales and the other members of the royal 
family followed, the colonials reformed in 
columns, and amidst hearty cheers from the 
crowds returned to their encampments. 

The queen on her way back to the palace 
was accorded a magnificent reception. The 
cheering was continuous. 


Troops Pass the Palace. 

At4o’clock this afternoon four large breaks 
containing beturbaned Indian troopers drove 
slowly past the palace. They stood up and 
saluted as they passed the building. Queen 
Alexandra, who had béén standing at a 
window of a small dining room, stepped on 
the balcony and was greeted with a shout of 
welcome by the crowd outside.

MONEY IS WITHHELD. 


United States Takes Sides with 
Chinese, While Others Are 


Opposed.

PEKIN, July 1.—There is a serious hitch 


over the question of the payment of the July 
installment of the indemnity due the powers 
from the Chinese. 

The taotai of Shanghai has notified the 
bankers’ commission that China refuses to 
pay the July installment of the indemnity 
except at the rate of exchange prevailing 
April 1, 1901. 

The foreign ministers consider the taotai’s 
declaration is the result of announcement 
of the United States minister, Mr. Conger, 
to the Chinese government that the United 
States sustains China’s contention and is 
willing 'to accept payment on the basis men- 
tioned. But the ministers are confident that 
China will accept the decision of the ma- 
jority of the ministers when she is convinced 
that the United States is her only supporter. 


| Other Ministers Dissent.” 

Some of,the ministers insist that the policy 
of the United States is unreasonable and In 
direct opposition to the terms of the protocol. 
They assert that Prince Ching, head of the 
foreign office, and other Chinese officials, be- 
fore learning that China had the support of 
the United States in this matter, admitted 
that their arguments were rather a plea for 
mercy than a demand for justice. 


England May Accept Silver. 

At the meeting of the ministers today Sir 
Ernest Satow, the British representative, 
stated that on account of the great loss 
which China would suffer through the de- 
preciation in silver if she had to pay the in- 
demnity in gold, Great Britain proposed that 
she be permitted to pay the claims in silver 
for eight years. This complicates the situa- 
tion still further, as it is equal to a conces- 
sion of the Chinese contention. 

Mr. Conger, the American representative, 
has not been authorized to admit China’s 
latest contention, and it is not probable that 
the other ministers, who have beeen holding 
out for gold payments, will recede from 
their position. 


Cholera in Pekin. 


Cholera is spreading here and is becoming 
general. The foreign legations have estab- 
lished a quarantine against natives. 


Manchurian Scheme Published. 

+ The full plar of Viceroy Yuan Shih Kai for 
the recognition of Manchuria is published 
today. In accordance with the government’s 
previously expressed intentions, the pl 
provides for the introdaction of a viceroyal 
administration, together with one or two 
governors. The Ch are to be alowed 
to participate im the government in addition 
to the Manchu officials, to whom these func- 
tions were previously confined. 

In view of the complication regarding the 
provisional government and the withdrawal 
of Russia, whose restoration of the New- 
chwang railway was contingent on the abo- 
lition of the provisional government, and 
also because there has been no ratification 
of the Manchurian agreement, it is not 
thought there will be any hopeful result 
from this latest step of the Chinese.

Washington, D. C., July 1.—The state de- 
partment has not yet been notified of the 
Chinese refusal to pay the July indemnity, 
which is the first payment of money to be- 


come due from China to the powers since the 


signature of the Pekin agreement. 

_, The Gepartment regrets being placed in a 
position of taking issue with the powers on 
this question, which is so important that 
grave doubt is entertained as to the probable 
effect of an insistence on the Puropean con- 
tention as affecting China's integrity. 

A careful reading of the proceedings of the 
ministers at Pekin which led to the agree- 
ment, taken in connection with the context 
of that document, has convinced the depart- 
ment that it was the unquestionable purpose 
of the ministers, and that purpose was clear- 
ly set out in their proceedings, to permit 
China to pay the indemnity at the rate of ex- 
change as it existed on the date of signature, 
and it is equally clear that what appears to 
be a contradictory clause in the agreement 
was nothing more nor less than an inad- 
vertence. The United States has not gone 
to the length of refusing to accept its pay- 
ment on the same basis as the other powers—

‘Rich Grant to Syndicate.

SLAYER IS ACQUITTED. 


Matthew J. Lyon, Who Shot Young 
Marshall Hard, Declared Not Guilty 
by a Jury and Then the Parent De- 
clares He Shall Not Escape Alive— 


torney Olson — Intent 


Doubted by Jurors. 


Awhen a jury in Judge Smith's court yester- 
day afternoon acquitted Matthew J. Lyons of 
murder the father of the boy Lyons shot to 
death had to bé restrained from attacking 
the slayer. 

‘*Let me at him! I will kill him!” he 
cried. “ He murdered my child and he must 
not go free! ’’ 

Lyons was on trial for shooting Marshall 
Hard, 7 years old. The case went to the jury 
at 4 o’clIock. The verdict was returned at 
5:30 o'clock. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilburt Hard, father and 
mother of the victim, sat behind Assistant 
State's Attorney Harry Olson when the jury’s 
verdict was read. As he heard the words 
which gave liberty to the slayer Mr. Hard 
half rose from his chair and reached his hand 
towrrd his hip pocket, at the same time ut- 
tering the threat to kill | 


Enraged Man Restrained. 

Mr. Olson caught Hard by the arm and 
pressed him back into his seat. 

‘Don’t do anything like that,”’ he said. 
‘The law must take its course.”’ 

Hard faced the jurymen as they filed out 
of the box. He caught Juryman Simons by 
the sleeve. 

“What did you mean by bringing in such 
a verdict?’ he asked. 

** We thought the shooting was accidental,” 
returned the juror. 

** But Lyons admitted he shot my child,” 
protested the father. “I myself think it 


that it was not, he at least should have 
been punished for criminal recklessness. A 
verdict of manslaughter was the least you 
should have returned.”’ 


Human Life Cheap; Olson Says. 
Of the verdict Mr. Olson had this to say: 
“It is not my habit to criticise juries, but 


killing was due to wanton recklessness, if not 
deliberation. Such verdicts only emphasize 
the fact that human life is cheap in Chicago.” 

The killing occurred on Aug. 30. Lyons, 
who is a cripple and walks with crutches, 
was night watchman at the new school at 
One Hundred and First street and Lowe av- 
enue. A crowd of children entered an un- 
finished house adjoining the school yard and 
Lyons ordered them away. The children 
jeered and Lyons fired. Young Hard dropped 
to the ground, and died a few hours later in 
his mother’s arms.

Library Authorities Say They 
Are Doing This with Their 
Black List. 


PROFESSORS TAKE ISSUE. 


University and Town Divide on 
Question and Barred Vol- 
umes Gain Popularity. 


eral circulation by the authorities of the 
Evanston public library was praised by the 
town yesterday, while the university set 
condemned the action of the library board 
In spite of the criticisms the board main- 
tains that it is right, and is preparing to 
blacklist other books against which objec- 
tions have been raised. 

At the library yesterday there were many 
calls for the blacklisted books, but most 
of them were allowed to stay in the dusty 

_ tttic to which they have been relegated. 


Only New Books Barred. 


The fact that most people do not know 
-the character of the offensive volumes is 
the primary cause of blacklisting them, ac- 
cording to William 8. Lord of the library 
board. The works of Emile Zola, Daudet, 
Balzac, Victor Hugo, and the unexpurgat- 
ed editions of Shakspeare’s works remain 
on the library shelves undisturbed by the 
censor because people everywhere know what 
they are. But it is maintained that lately 

ublished books, which are indelicate or 

moral, are dangerous because people do 
not know their character until after they 
have read them. 

“We have books in the library now which 

are as bad or worse than those which have 
been withdrawn from general circulation,” 
said Mr. Lord, “ but we do not disturb them 
‘because people know what they are. No 
‘parent would allow a son or daughter to read 
the poem, ‘Venus and Adonis’ or ‘ The 
‘Passionate Pilgrim.’ The story of ‘ Jude, 
the Obscure,’ however well told it may be, 
is not the proper thing for a boy or girl to 
read, but if the boy or gir! drew it from the 
library the parents would not interfere, 
not knowing its character. On this account 
We are compelled to protect the public.” 


Specific Reasons Advanced. 


Mr. Lord then went on to recount some of 
the reasons urged by various 
blacklisting certain books. 
King,” by Justin McCarthy, was objected 
to by a member of the literary set of the 
town, who appeared at the library with the 
volume in her hands and demanded that it 
be thrown out. The passages to which ob- 
jections were raised began with the first 
chapter and continued until the last. The 
most flagrant offense with which the book 
was charged was a poem which read: 

Daughters of pleasure, one and all, 

Of form and feature delicate, 
Of bodies slim, and bosoms small, 
With feet and fingers white and straight. 
Your eyes are bright, your grace is great, 
To hold your lovers’ hearts in thrall, 
Use your red lips before too late, 
Love e’re love files before recall. 
; There was more of it, but the first stanza 
- Was enough to place the book under disfavor. 


Church Objects to “ Aristocrats.” 


“The Aristocrats,” by Gertrude Atherton, 
is blacklisted because of the objections of 
church people. In the series of letters which 
comprise the book 
heroine say: . 

“ I have heard of revival meetings in which 
*people stand up and confess Christ.’ Pub- 
lic emotions, How unutterably vulgar and 

| ¢heaply sensational. And what pleasure can 

a religion be that is shared with the multi- 

tude, that is formulated, ticketed, nded, 

with the approval of others? I hope every- 
body I know, with the exception of the one 
or two I love, thinks me a heathen.”’ 

Members of the churches “ knocked ” this 
yolume and. it Was withdrawn from the 

shelves before it had been there a week. 
In another part of the book the heroine, 
speaks of divorce, and this, also,.was cen- 
sured. 

“ Jude, the Obscure,” was blacklisted, not 
becaure of any particularly offensive pas- 
Sages, but because of the tenor of the book 
as a whole. 

“ That beok is the worst I ever read,”’ said 
the Rev. J. H. Boyd, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church. “I not only think 
the library board has done right, but that 
many other books should be put out of cir- 
culation.’’ 

Popular Book Banished. 

There were so many calls for “ Sir Richard 
Calmady;’’ shortly after it was publipfied, 
that eight copies of it were placed’{n the 
library. Hundreds of people read it. Then 
some discerning person found that it was 
“vulgar.”’ Seven copies are in the attic. 
Bome one stole the eighth. One criticism of 
the book contained the following quotation 
from the beginning of the second part, in

HAMLIN GARLAND EXPRESSES 
HIMSELF AT UNIVERSITY. 


—_ 


Declares Great Writers, Like Shaks- 
peare and Dante, Stifie Modern Lit- 
erary Development—Names West's 

Leading Authors, with Himself 
Among the Number — Historical 
Novel Is Hit Again, but Chicago Men 
Win His Praise. 


At the university of Chicago yesterday 
was pictured as a fetich and an 
ineubus upon further literary development. 
Hamlin Gariand, in a lecture before sum- 
mer students, declared that such men as the 
bard of Avon and Dante had been se wor- 
shiped that their faults had been exalted 
into virtues. 

The lecturer flayed the present day his- 
- torical novel, despaired of ever seeing a great 
American novel, and finally paid tribute to 
George Ade and other Chicago writers as 
se who had given something of worth to 
fiction. 

“Imitation has grown to such an extent 
that some great writers like Shakspeare and 
Dante have been exalted to demi gods,” de- 
clared Mr. Garland. ‘‘ A man who has done 
such great work as did these men soon be- 
comes an incubus to further literary develop- 
ment. 

“ Sometimes I think the Great American 
novel will never be -written. American 
literature is to be distinguished by a mul- 
titude of small things well done. Unless a 
writer adds something to art he is not justi- 
fied in writing at all. Historical novels are 
sporadic. Writings on other timesand other 
places are not to me the best expression of 
the literature of today. 

Chicago and Western Writers. 

“ Chicago has produced some remarkable 
writers. I would mention Henry B. Fuller, 
George Ade, and the firm of Merwin and 
Webster. 

“‘Among the characteristic writers who 
have pictured the great middle west in 
literature are Edward Eggleston, Joseph 
Kirkland, Octave Thanet, E. W. Howe, 
and, if I may be permitted to mention my- 
self, Hamlin Garland is to be included in 
this list. Joaquin Miller and Bret Harte 
were the interpreters of life in the far west 
and Joel Chandler Harris has. written 
characteristically of the south,’’ said Mr. 
Garland. 

Later in the lecture Mr. Garland referred 
to the depictors of western life as ‘* the 
western writers of whom I, Hamlin Gar- 
land, am the fifth member of one class.” 

The commercial age found a champion in 
Prof. Shailer Mathews, who declared that an 
‘age of commercialism was always the age 
in which great things were done in literature 
and art. 

“ Many who delight to see great things ac- 
complished in the field of art and literature 
moan vijrorously because we are living in a 
truly commercial age,”’ said Prof. Mathews. 
* Yet we have had literature that is valu- 
able and art that is virile almost. entirely 
in ages that were commercial. When great 
things are being accomplished in the bdusi- 
ness world the accomplishments in art and 
literature are likewise broadened. In an 
age of commercial decadence the arts are 
at rest with business enterprise.”’ 


Explains the Duty of Listeners. 

Prot. H. L. Stetsomspoke on the “ Psychol- 
ogy of the Preacher ”’ before theological stu- 
dents In Haskell hall. 

“It is the common opinion of preachers 
that they are to be heard,’’ said Prof. Stet- 
gon. “ The duty, however, rests on the hear- 
er. It is the duty of those who listen to put 
into action the words of the preacher and to 
do what the preacher says is to be done.”’ 

The wealthy man who isliving off the gains 
of his father was reckoned with by Prof. 
Albion W. Small in a lecture to summer stu- 


dents. 

“The wealthy young man who does noth- 
ing has no right efther to the money that is 
left to him or to the interest on it,”’ said 
Prof. Small. “ The ‘ do nothing capitalists ’ 
certainly have no right to interest. The 
mere fact of*possessing wealth confers no 
right to obtain more money from it.”

One of these men even asserts that Brady 
threatened personal violence to his partner 
unless the public administrator would “ stand 
pat and face trial with the rest.” 


Dissolution Is Admitted. 


At the offices of the firm in the Ashland 
block it was admitted that dissolution will 
come atonce. Neither Brady nor O'Donnell 
would discuss the matter, however. 

“O’Donnell is going to get away from 
Brady and stay away from him,” said one 
of the friends of O'Donnell. He told Brady 
to his face during the trial that it was his 
mixing up ‘in the Union traction cases that 
got the firth into trouble. The two haven’t 
spoken since the verdict. ”’ 

It is said that political pressure has been 
brought to bear on Gov. Yates not to re- 
move O'Donnell from office, the argument 
being that the blame rests with Brady.

CALL STRIKES ON 
| THE RAILROADS 


Make an Effort to Enforce 
Their Demands. 


TRUCE BY FREIGHT MEN. 


Threatened Trouble Does Not 


Materialize and a Settle- 
ment Is Sought. 


Leading western railroads have been 
served with a demand from the International 


pay the union scale and institute the nine 
hour day. Bight of the leading roads are 
involved, and strikes have been called on 
four of them. The move involves 10,000 men. 

Coupled with this situation is a demand 
from the boilermakers’ union on the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern and the Great N orth- 
ern railways for an increase in pay. The 
increase was refused, and strikes were called 
yesterday. All boilermakers and repairers 
went out. 

The railroad machinists and boilermakers 
bave been restive for more than a year. 
They have been receiving from 25 to 31 cents 
an hour, and now are demanding 35 cents, 
with a nine hour day. There are 260 boller- 
gen and 600 machinists employed by the 
Northwestern, and 180 boilermakers and 500 
machinists employed by the Great Northern. 


Trouble of the Northwestern. 

The strike on the Northwestern came after 
long consideration. The road has been on 
friendly terms with its men and they were 
loath to go out. A committee from the shops 
at Boone, Clinton, Council Bluffs, and Kau- 
kauna came to Chicago for a final conference 
and then the strike was called. It involves 
the shops on the regular line and all thos 
of the leased lines. 

“ The company voluntarily raised the wages 
of its machinists June 1," said Business 
Agent Roderick yesterday, “ but the demands 
how made are in accord with the demands 
made on all the lines. If the boilermakers 
are able to settle their troubles, we hope to 
settle ours without any difficulty. We be- 
lieve in the Northwestern, for it feels kindly 
toward its men.” 

‘The strike on the Great Northern is of 
more serious proportions, according to Mr. 
Roderick. The men are out in Great Falis 
and Hive shops and it is said the strike soon 
will extend from St. Paul to the coast. 

The machinists already are out in the Gar- 

rett (Ind.) shops of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
One thousand and five hundred men are em- 
ployed there and if the road does not meet. 
the demands of the men, which include the 
abolishment of the piece work method, it is 
said that all the nl pee employed 
by the line will be out: 
"The Union Pacific strike already is in force 
and Business Agent Roderick says two of: 
the lines that are using Union Pacific tracks 
have been informed that they must grant the 
scale in both hours and wages or have a 
similar fight on their hands. 


Freight Handlers Fail to Strike. 
The freight handlers’ strike failed to ma- 
teriaNze. President J. J. Curran of the union 
informed the roads that they would have to 
meet the demands of the men by 10 o'clock 
in the morning or have trouble. The men 
were expecting for the strike signal and 
some of the roads had prepared to hire 
other help. Alt 10 o’clock no further propo- 
sition had n received from the roads, 
and yet no strike was called. 

“We realize the enormity of a strike if it 
were called,’’ said President Curran yes- 
terday,”’ and so we hesitate. We have given 
the matter over to the executive committee 
of the Chicago federation of labor and it 
will act for us in the matter, If it cannot 
secure proper terms, then we will strike, 
but not before. The men are ready and 
willing to go out.” 

This executive committee, which is con- 
sidered one of the most conservative in labor 
circles, will meet this morning and consider 
the matter. The experiment of trusting such 
a settlement to the federation committee 
will be watched with interest. 

Packing Employes Disagree. 

The emPloyés of the Anglo-American pack- 
ing company held a stormy meeting last 
night to discuss their prospective strike. A 
short time ago 150 of the hog cellar men went 
on a@ strike and to aid them fifty of the hog 
butchers quit work. Supt. Cowin of the com- 
pany informed them their places had been 
forfeited and none would be taken back. 
This aroused the other men and last night 
an attempt was made to call out all of the 
employés of the firm. The feeling was not 
unanimous and a committee of five was ap- 


pointed to try to obtain a reinstatement of 
the men.

GUARDS KILL A STRIKER. 


DEPUTIES AT CONNELLTON; PA.,| | 


MINE FIRE ON TWO MEN. 


Italians Returning Home Pass Colliery 
and Volave Are Exchanged—One Is 
Found Dead When Day Breaks—Ru- 
mored That Anthracite District 
Leaders May Arrange for. Arbitra- 
tion at Their Meeting Today—Trou- 
ble Around Wilkesbarre. 


Pittston, Pa., July 1.—[Special.]—Vincenze 
Luigi, a miner; was shot to death by one of 
the deputies at the William A. colliery of the 
Lehigh valley coal company at Conneliton, 
two miles north of here. Indications point 
to hasty and indiscreet action by the deputies 
as being responsib‘e for the murder of Luigi 
and the narrow escape of his companion. 
Supt. Thomas Thomas, in charge of the col- 
Mery, refused to discuss the affair. 

Luigi and Betteto Guiseppe, according to 
the latter, were returning home from Scran- 
ton late last night and were about to turn 
down a street near the mine stockade when 
two shots were heard. Therim of Guiseppe’s 
hat was torn away, and as he saw his com- 
panion fall he fled in terror and never re- 
turned to learn of his companion’s fate until 
this morning. All night Luigi's body lay in 
the field. The bullet which kided him en- 
tered the brain from behind the ear and the 
shots seemed to have been fired from an alti- 
tude of several feet. 

The latter fact tends to confirm the story 
of one of the mine officials, which was to the 
effect that, when the two Italians were or- 
dered to stop as they neared the stockade, 
they to comply and fired several 
shots from a pistol. At this one of the depu- 
ties jumped on the high fence and shot at 
the men. Nothing was known of the tragedy 
until this morning, when the dead body was 
discovered. The bullet which kilied Luigi 
was of the caliber used in the rifles carried 
by the deputies. 


Say Strike Is Near End. 


Pottsville, Pa., July 1.—[Special.]—It is 
stated here tonight that the end of the coal 
miners’ strike is near at hand. At a meet- 
ing of the executive boards of the united 
mine workers, which will be held simul- 
taneously in the three anthracite districts 
tomorrow, there will, it is said, be submit- 
ted a proposition for the’arbitration of the 
miners’ grievances if they return to work 
at once. If the questions at issue are sub- 
mitted to arbitration it Is not believed a 
decision can be secured before September. 
Local strike leaders are jubilant today over 
the prospect of a settlement. 


Bar Workers Out of Mines. 


Hazleton, Pa., July 1.—[Special.]—The 
strikers here were led to believe that at- 
tempts were to be made this morning at 
several collieries to start work, and they 
gathered at every mine. At each colliery a 
committee of two or three score was gath- 
ered to turn back all the workers. They 
remained at a sufficient distance from the 
collieries to prevent the guard aiding the 
workers in getting through the lines, and 
stopped all who appeared. Other men held 
up the street cars and took all nonunion 
workers off. There was no great violence 
done. Some of the men were roughly han- 
dled, and General Foreman Caleb Williams 
of the Lehigh Valley coal company wes 
stoned while attempting to escort a non- 
union man. e 
Sheriff Jacobs was called upon during the 
night owing to fear of trouble at the Coxe 
Bros. colliery at Drifton, but no attack oc- 
curred. 

Unless the borough and township authori- 
ties and the sheriff can prevent similar: in- 
terference with the workers, the companies 
will take other steps to protect them. The 
borough and township officials have already 
been notified that they will be held respon- 
sible for any interference and damage. 


Choose Delegates to Indianapolis. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 1.—The Pittsburg dis- 
trict executive board of the United mine- 
workers adjourned today after providing for 
delegates to the Indianapolis convention. 
There is a report current that the meeting 
heard reports to the effect that moat of the 
miners of this district object to the threat- 
ened abrogation of the existing wage con- 
tract to go on a sympathetic strike to aid 
the anthracite miners. It is proposed, it 
is said, that the 450,000 organized bituminous 
miners of the country, instead of striking, 
should adhere to their contracts and con- 
tribute a day’s wages each week for the 
defense fund for the anthracfestrike. This 
would provide a fund of over $1,000,000 every 


week, 
Union Pacific Men Gait. 


Omaha, Neb., July 1.—The Union Pacific 
strike leaders claimed a new victory when 
the axle and wheel men quit work this 
morning. This, they claim, will cripple the 
ear department, of which Cheyenne has be- 
come the most important center in the west. 


Milwaukee Brewers Grant Advance. 
Milwaukee, Wis., July 1—A wage contract 
which is binding until March 1, 1905, was 
effected today between the Milwaukee brew- 
ers’ association and 400 men—coopers and 
machinists. The coopers were granted an 
advance of from 31% to 35 cents per hour and 
the machinists from 30 to 32% cents and an 
eight hour day. 


**T think the western coal men, both miners 
and operators, understand the eastern coal 
situation better now than they did,” said 
John Mitchell, president of the united mine 
workers, as he took the 8 o’clock train last 
evening for Saginaw, Mich., where he goes 
to take a hand in the strike.

HAIL TAKEN" MANCAUGHT 


STRUGGLE WITH ALLEGED THIEF 
IN AUDITORIUM HOTEL. 


Stranger Who Gives His Name as Mayer 
Secures Access to Letters of Guests 
and Several of the Missives Are 
Found in His Possession When He 
Is Arrested—One Missing Check Is 
Given to Jeweler in Exchange for 
Goods—Puts Up a Fight. 


A man who says his name is Martin Mayer 
was arrested in the ‘Auditorium hotel last 
night on the charge of robbing letters ad- 
dressed to guests of the hostelry. 

In Mayer’s possession a number of the 
missing letters were found. The alleged 
thief, who is well dressed and wears dia- 
monds, fought desperately when House De- 
tective Repetto attempted to arrest him, but 
was overpowered. 

While nothing definite can be learned as to 
the extent of the operations alleged to have 
beén conducted by Mayer, it is believed by 
the police that he has been at work for sev- | 
eral weeks, and that he has succeeded in ob- 
taining a large sum of money by his methods. 


These Letters Found. 

Letters addressed to the following persons 
were found in Mayer’s possession when he 
was arrested: J. R. Beiter, 8. H. Buzby (), 
R. R. Blausdel (2), N. D. Blum (@), F. R. 
Blount, and M. L. Burton. The letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Burton, the hotel people as- 
sert, had been opened when Mayer was ar- 


rested. 

It was early in the evening when Mayer 
stepped up to the desk in the hotel and re- 
quested Clerk Larm to let him see the “B”’ 
letters. Larm did not hesitate and handed 
him a bunch of letters that had arrivdd at 
the hotel only a short time previous. For 
several minutes Mayer leaned against the 
desk and was busily engaged looking over 
the missives. 


Clerk Suspects Theft. 

Finally Mayer threw a small bundle of the 
letters back on the desk. As Larm picked 
them up he suspected a theft, and called 
Detective Repetto, just as Mayer hurried to- 
ward the front exit. Repetto followed, but 
lost’ track of the supposed thief. 

Shortly afterwards Mayer returned and 
Larm pointed him out. As Repetto attempted 
to lead Mayer to the side of the lobby he 
resisted and the two went to the floor. 

Several days ago a letter addressed to R. 
Monahan disappeared from the Auditorium. 
In it was a check for $147. 

This check, the hotel people assert, was 
given to Rowe Bros.’ jewelry store in pay- 
ment for a diamond stud and watch. The 
number and description of the watch found 
on Mayer when arrested last night, they say, 
are identical with that sold by Rowe Bros.

St. Paul, Minn., July 1.—[{Special.]—The 
Minnesota republicans in convention today 
nominated a full state ticket. 

Most of the nominating was by acclama- 
tion, for auditor and clerk of the supreme 
court only one ballot was needed. 

The fight of the convention was not over 
with the nomination of the ticket, although 
several hundred of the delegates thought so 
and left the hall. The committee on plat- 
form had spent the entire afternoon in con- 
sideration of the platform, er rather the 
arguments of a few lelegates who wanted 
to change it from what had been agreed 
upon early in the day. 

A few changes were made, the principal one 
being the more specific indorsement of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for reélection and the addi- 
tion of a paragraph on the labor question. 

After a brief but lively debate the platform 
as reported by the committee was adopted. 


Minnesota Adopts Platform. 


The platform reaffirms the party adher- 
ence to the republican platform of 1900, and 
after expressing sorrow for the death of 
| President McKinley indorses the administra- 
tion of President Roosevelt and recommends 
him for reélection to the presidency. The 
death of Cushman K. Davis is lamented and 
he is described as a brave soldier and a pure, 
wise, and trusted statesman. 

The people of Minnesota are congratulated 
upon the patriotic and business like adminis- 
tration of Gov. Van Sant and other officials 
of the state, particularly regarding the state 
institutions. 

The action of Gov. Van Sant in hig efforts 
to enforce the laws of this state against the 
consolidation or competing lines of railway 
is heartily commended. 

The resolutions continue: “‘ We are in favor 
of such legislation as will equalize as far as 
possible the burdens of taxation and require 
all persons, corporations, and property to 
bear their just proportion of such taxation. 

‘We indorse the course of the administra- 
tion of peace and order and of civil govern- 
ment in the Philippine islands. We favor 
the policy of encouraging the participation 
of the inhabitants of the Philippine islands 
in their domestic government to the largest 
extent practicable whenever peace and order 
are resotred.

* We condemn those who continue to resist 
the authority of the United States, either 
openly in the Philippines or secretly at home, 
and we condemn strongly the malignant at- 
tacks upon our army and navy. 

“We favor such modification in our tariff 
schedules as is now or may from time to time 
be required by changing conditions to remove 
any burdens from our people and to hold and 
extend our trade among the nations. 

‘* We congratulate the new republic of Cuba 
upon its entrance among the nations of the 
earth. We wish for it peace, prosperity, and 
a long and successful national career and we 
favor reciprocity with Cuba as urged by 
President Roosevelt. 

** We favor the election of senators by the 
people and we strongly: indorse our present 
senators, Knyte Nelson and Moses E. Clapp. 

“The republican party of Minnesota in- 
dorses its representatives from this state in 
congress.”

WOES OF MINISTER'S WIER 


MRS. F. J. BROBST SAYS NIGHT IN 
PARK WAS TOO MUCH, 


Declares! Her Husband Hed a Hammock 

amd Forced Her to Sit Beside Him 
Long, Weary Hours—Charges That 
He Tried to Make Her Crowd 
Through a Window at the Roby 
Racetrack — His Witnesses Are 
Heard Also, 


Mrs. Flavius J. Brobst made public yester- 
day some of the trials and tribulations she 
encountered as the helpmeet and gompanion 
of the retired minister. Mrs. Brobst has filed 
a cross bill in answer to the action for di- 
vorce brought by her husband and now on 
hearing in Judge Horton's court. She re- 
peated several acts of alleged cruelty. 

** Why,’ said she, “ in June, 1808, while we 
were living at the Renfost hotel, Mr. Brobst 
and I went across the street from the hotel 
to Washington park. Mr. Brobst hung 4 
hammock between the trees and attempted 
to sleep. He compelled me to remain beside 
him the whole night, and whenever I at- 
tempted to run away he would catch meand 
bring me back.” 

Another time, she said, they had gone 
to the Roby racetrack. While there it com- 
menced to rain, and Mr. Brobst, she said, 
broke four panes of glass in the pavilion 
with his elbow and tried to make her crawl 
through the window. 


Brobst’s Side of,It. 


Mr. Brobst had his inning during the 
morning, when many witnesses who had 
known the couple while they were living at 
the Renfost hotel were called to testify. 
Of these the star was easily Prof. Fernando 
Staud y Jimines, teacher of Spanish. He 
narrated an upheaval in the Brobst house- 
hold in impressive style. 

“I went into the hall,” he said, “and 
there I saw the colored porter, George, mak- 
ing frantic efforts to gain an entrance to 
the Brobst apartments. I saw the window 
to the room open, and Mr. Brobst look out. 
The porter made a great effort to get to 
the window, but it was slammed down, and 
I think it was luck for the doctor. I next 
saw the door open a little. Just enough to 
peek out. The porter waved his club in the 
air, and made another rush to gain an en- 
trance. The door went shut with a bang, and 
I heard Mrs. Brobst call out, ‘ Never mind, 
George, the doctor is all right, he is a nice 


man.’ ”

St. Louls, Mo., July 1.—[Special.]—The in- 
dications tonight are that the fight scheduled 
for Thursday evening be en Young Cor- 
bett and Dave Sullivan Will not be pulled 
off, owing to the action taken by Circuit 
Attorney Folk this afternoon in notifying 
the chief of police that prize fighting in 
Missouri was a felony, and that he would 
be compelled to proceed against the heads 
of the police in case it was permitted to 
go on. 

Upon: receipt of this notification Chief 
Kiely called up President Hawes, and had 
a long conversation with him over the phone. 
As a result of the conference, it was de- 
termined to lay the entire matter before the 
police board at a meeting on Wednesday 
morning. . What action will be taken no one 
can foretell. but it is not believed that the 
department will care to stand for the fight- 
ing game at the expense of being summoned 
before the grand jury to answer to violation 
of the law, which reads as follows: 

“ Any person who shall send, cause to be 
sent, published, or otherwise made known, a 
challenge to fight what is commonly called 
a prize fight, or who shall accept any such 
challenge, or who shall engage in any such 
fight, or act as trainer for any person con- 
templating a participation in such fight, and 
any person who shall act as aider or abettor, 
backer, umpire, second, surgeon, or assist- 
ant at such fight, shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be deemed guilty of a felony, and 
be punished by confinement in the penit- 
tentiary not less nor more than ten years.” 

In the. meantime President Haughton of | 
the club is going quietly ahead to pull off 
the fight, claiming that under the law box- 
ing contests are permissible before regular- 
ly organized clubs. The wal!s of the Coli- 
seum were placarded this evening with no- 
tices inviting the people to put in their ap- 
plications for membership in the club, that 
they may witness the fight.

Grand Jury Decides Not to Indict E. 
Wesley Johnson for Miss 
Thompson’s Death. 


The exact cause of the death of Miss Han- 
nah May Thompson, who died at a boarding 
house at 662 West Monroe 
last while wearing a beauty mask, probably 
will never be known. After hearing evidence 
on the case all day yesterday the grand jury 
refused to indict “ Expert " E. Wesley John- 
son, who was administering the facial treat- 
ment to Miss Thompson and who had been 
held on the charge of murder.

Fitch, 645 West Monroe street, told how they 
had been called to attend the woman, but had 
been able to bring only momentary con- 
sciousness. Dr. Wick asserted the woman 
might have died of diabetes, as she was 
affiicted with kidney trouble.

They have even consented to ingrease the 
humber of men and boys on the rolls of the 
navy, but with uncommon economy they 
have refused to increase the number of offi- 
cers to fight and navigate the ships. The 
proposition to increase the number of ca- 
dets at the Annapolis naval academy has 
failed in conference. There are other points 
of disagreement, and the conferees have 
been directed to meet again, but there is far 
more interest in the fight over the proposal 
to build five more submarine boats than 
to provide for the care of the boats already 
built or building. No man knows if the 
submarines will be successful, but every 
one knows that there are not officers enough 
to man the ships now in commission, and 
‘gnore ships are nearing completion. The 
millioné voted for armor and guns wil! be 
wasted unless a few thousands are voted for 
an increase in the number of cadets at An- 
napolis.

“WE SHALL HEAR FROM THE PEOPLE.” 

“ My opinion is,” sgid Senator Hanna on 
Monday, speaking of the failure of congress 
to vote reciprocity with Cuba, “that we 
shall hear from the people in unmistakable 
terms.”” The senator is not given to cry- 
ing, “ wolf, wolf,” to making wild predic- 
tiéns or to “talking for buncombe.” He 
has shown himself on several occasions a 
shrewd judge of public sentiment and a cor- 
rect political prophet. 

The campaign for the control of the next 
house of representatives is about to begin. 
Senator Hanna wishes to see the campaign 
result in favor of the republican party, but 
he does not blink the fact that the party, 
through the misconduct of some of its mem- 
bers in house and senate, has been put in 
the position of having failed to perform a 
plain duty and hence must expect to hear 
from the people. ; 

If the party encounters defeats next No- 
vember where it has looked for successes, 
Senator Hanna will feel regret, but he will 
not be surprised. He has given notice that 
trouble may be looked for four months hence. 
Representative Babcock and other repub- 
lican optimists say there is not a single cloud 
on the h Senator Hanna may be a 
far more knowing weather prophet than 
the men. who are talking of cloudless skies 
and sweeping victdries. 

The responsibility for whatever may go 
amiss in November has been plainly located 
by Senator Hanna. The “ moral obliga- 
tions’ of this country to Cuba have been 
disregarded through the machinations of 
the beet sugar representatives in congress. 
They have assumed a responsibility they 
cannot get rid of. 


THE PHILIPPINE BILL. 

The house has again abdicated in favor 
of the senate. The result of the conference 
on the Philippine bill is a compromise in 
which the senate makes a few immateria! 
concessions to secure the assent of the rep- 
resentatives to the principal clauses in the 
Lodge bill. The date of the establishment 
of an assembly to be elected by the Filipinos 
is set, but at the time which the senate pill 
substantially provided. The house would 
not agree to the coinage by the Philippine 
government of a coinage on a silver basis, 
and the senate would not consent to a gold 
standard. The conferees agreed that the 
silver standard should continue, with the 
Mexican and Spanish coins at present in 
circulation, which differ from the cur- 
rency proposed by the senate only by the 
mint mark on the dollars. The senate re- 
ceded from its position as to the amount 
of government land which may be sold to 
an individual or corporation, but the mul- 
titudinous mining regulations, which might 
have been better left to the commission, 
are to be included in the so-called com- 
promise measure. | 

Except in regard to the establishment 
of a native assembly the compromise bill 
contains most of the defects of both meas- 
ures. Judge Taft recommended that gov- 
ernment lands be made salable in large 
quantities to induce capitalists to invest in 
the Philippines and that a stable currency 
be established to secure the commercial 
independence of ‘the islands from the con- 
trol of the great English banks and the 
Chinese silver market. There is no excuse 
for the senate’s action in providing in its 
bill for a silver currency and insisting on 
the continuance of the present unsatisfac- 
tory financial condition in the archipelago. 

The prohibition of sales of more than 


dividual or corporation was made under the 
mistaken impression that it will be better 
for the Filipino to have the untilled acres 
of his archipelago reserved for generations 
yet unborn than developed by American 
capital. It is ignorance of conditions in the 
atchipelago which led to this disregard of 
Judge Taft’s earnest advice. The islands 
need capital and the cost of machinery for 
the development of the sugar, hemp, or tw- 
bacco industries is so great that it will only 
be bought when the acreage for which it is 
intended is large. 

Although the bill is not a perfect bill 
it the president to declare the 
istence of peace and establishes permanently 
the civ#l government which has been built 
up under the military power of the executive. 
It assures the Filipinos a stable adminis- 
tration, personal freedom, and justice. Jt 
indicates the line of industrial and polit- 
ical progress which the archipelago will 
make under American sovereignty. The 
defects will be amended as congress pbe- 
comes better informed of the situation in the 
islands and learns to intrust to the com- 
mission the discharge of duties which its 
knowledge enables it to perform better 
than any legislature 5,000 milesaway. The 
bill with all its faults is sound in essentials 
and is one of the good works of this congress. 


THE LEAGUE AND THE LEGISLATORS. 

The pledge which the Legislative voters’ 
league requires of the candidates for the 
legislature as the price of its approval em- 
bodies the issues upon which the voters of 
the city are going to elect their repre- 
sentatives and. senators in the fall. The 
pledge includes the constitutional oath not 
to accept bribes which is taken by the mem- 
bers of both houses at the opening of the 
session. Apparently the league thinks that 
there is more virtue in an oath subscribed 
on paper and published in the press than 
in one taken in the statehouse in company 
with the renegades of former years, Cer- 
tainly no harm can be done by compelling 
the candidates to swear twice that their 
terms in Springfield shall not be marred by 
the receipt or solicitation of bribes. 

Tue Trreunse has more faith in the other 
pledges which the candidates must make 
to secure the support of the league. The 
oath to be good and not take money is easily 
taken and may be broken without detection,

THE RIGHT OF PRIVACY.” 


ing in Rochester, N. Y., applied for an in- 
junction to restrain certain manufacturers 
from using her picture in their advertise- 
ments. The justice of the supreme court 
before whom suit was brought held that 
there is a “right of privacy” which had 
been violated and granted the injunction. 
He said a woman’s beauty was her inviolate 
property and not public material for adver- 
tisers. 

The opinioy of the justice was commented 
on by the law magazines, some of which 
took exception to the doctrine of a “ right 
of privacy.” The views of the justice were 
concurred in by the five justices of the ap- 
pellate court, but the court of appeals, by 
a vote of four to three, has reversed the 
lower courts. It says: 

An examination of the authorities leads us to 
the conclusion that the so-called right of pri- 
vacy has not as yet found an abiding place in 
our jurisprudence, and, as we view it, the doc- 
trine cannot now be incorporated without doing 
violence to settled principles of law by which the 
profession and the public have long been guided. 

The court argues that if the existence 
of a ‘vast, undefined “right of privacy” 
be granted, not merely the publication of a 
picture can be enjoined but any mention of 
an individual in a newspaper or elsewhere. 
The neighbors of a’ person who does not 
wish to be written or spoken about may 
be enjoined from writing or speaking about 
him. 

The decision of the court is that the young 
woman from Rochester cannot have an in- 
junction and must resort to some other 
remedy. She can bring a libel suit and 
seek to recover damages. After long liti- 
gation she may get a verdict which will 
pay her lawyers’ bills in whole or part. The 
remedy is inadequate. | 

If all the court of appeals says as to the 
danger of the admission of the existence 
of an unlimited, unconfined “ right of pri- 
vacy ” is true it is possible for a law making 
body to define that right and confine it within 
reasonable limits. There may be persons 
who have so exalted an idea of the “ right 
of privacy ” as to feel aggrieved whenever 
public mention is made of their frivolous 
or serious doings without their consent. 
There is no reason why a law should be en- 
acted to enable them to demand writs of 
injunction. The handsome, modest, and re- 
tiring young woman who finds her features 
paraded on flour sacks or cigaret wrappers 
is entitled to a more effective remedy than 
the one the New York court of appeals says 
she can resort to. Laws can easily be en- 
acted forbidding the misuse of a person's 
features the Rochester young woman com- 
plains of. 

The “right of privacy” is debatable 
ground, Judges disagree concerning it. It 
will be a long time before it is authorita- 
tively determined whether there is such a 
legal right and if so what are its boundaries, 


During the fiscal year which has just 
closed the receipts of the government have 
exceeded the expenditures, large as they 
have been, by nearly $90,000,000. This is 
due in part to a decrease of $37,000,000 
in the expenditures. Those on account of 
the army have been cut down materially. 
A portion of the credit for tle surplus is 
due to the prosperity of the country, which 
makes taxes so productive. The last con- 
gress took off part of the war taxes and 
guessed that the revenues would be de- 
creased about $40,000,000. They fell off 
only about $20,000,000. Yesterday the re- 
mainder of the war taxes disappeared, but 
if good times continue the loss in revenues 
will not be so great as is anticipated. 

For the last six years the treasury of- 
ficials have been unduly conservative in their 
estimates of the productivity of taxes. They 
have made no allowance for the rising tide 
of national prosperity. The surplus of $90,- 
000,000 for the last fiscal year and of $75.,- 
000,000 for the preceding fiscal year sur- 
prised them. These are surpluses on which 
the governments of Europe, especially the 
governments which are hard put to it to 
make both ends meet, look with envy, but 
such surpluses are dangerous possessions. 
They foster legislative extravagance. They 
take money out of the legitimate channels 
of private industry. It is desirable that in 
the fiscal year which begins today receipts 
and expenditures should come nearer to- 
gether than in preceding years. 

As a result of successive surpluses there 
is on hand a cash balance of $206,000,000. 
It will be a convenience if hard times come 
and tax receipts dwindle. Declining rev- 
enues do not induce congress to cut down 
appropriations. With a large cash balance 
to fall back on the governmept will be able 
to pull through a season of decreasing rev- 
enues without being obliged to borrow or 
to increase taxes. No ideal government, 
run in accordance with strict business prin- 
ciples, would accumulate such a surplus as 
the one now in the United States treasury. 


THE BULLY FROM TEXAS. 

There are words which while not defined 
in the dictionaries as “ fighting words ” are 
considered such, especially in certain parts 
of the United States. At an earlier period 
the words in question called for a duel. 
They are apt now to lead to a blow. The 
use by Senator McLaurin of a “ fighting 
word ” infuriated his colleague and led to a 
disgraceful scene on the floor of the senate. 

As long as men have so little self-control] 
as to be maddened by words and forget dig- 
nity and self-respect it is not well there 
should be additions to the list of words which 
make a person think it is his duty “ to whale 
his fellow man.” Senator Bailey of Texas 
is blameworthy for his contention that so 
harmless a word as “ unwarranted ” is an 
offensive word and for taking unwarranted 
liberties with Senator Beveridge’s necktie 
because he said statements made by the 
senator from Texas were “ unwarranted ” 
—that is to say, unjustifiable. It is a word 
a senator can use without violating Sena- 
tor Hoar’s amendment to the rules to the 
effect that one senator shall not impute to 
another any conduct or motive unworthy or 
unbecoming a senator. If the word “ un- 
warranted” had been unparliamentary 
Senator Beveridge could have been called 
to order for using it. 

Probably Senator Bailey was in a frac- 
tious mood on Monday. Something had 
gone wrong with him. He was resolved 
to fasten a quarrel on somebody and fell 
foul of Senator Beveridge because he was 
the handiest person. The forbearance and 
courtesy displayed by the senator from In- 
diana served only to make the Texan more 
overbearing and aggressive. 

The arrogant and bullying demeanor of 
Senator Bailey is an unpleasant revival of 
southern manners as they were displayed 
so often in. congress in the days before the 
war. It was the assumption of southern 
congressmen that they and they alone were

The true gentleman does 
not seek to find something insulting or of- 
fensive in every remark made by a person 
who disagrees with him, and even if dis- 
courteous remarks are addressed to him he 
does not lose his temper and behave like a 
crossroads bully. 


BLACKLISTS SHOULD BE PRIVATE. 

It has become known that at Evanston 
“A Lady of Quality,” “ Jude the Obscure,” 
“The Aristocrats,” “Sir Richard Cal-_ 
mady,” and “ Orloff and His Wife” are 
“highly improper.” It has become known, 
further, that all these books are placed 
on a particular shelf in a particular part 
of the Evanston public library. They are 
quarantined. .The question now is: Which 
will be the most popular shelf in the library? 
The man who can guess the answer to this 
question will not be rewarded, but the man 
who cannot guess it ought to be fined. 
Byron tells the story about the edition of 
Martial in which all the grosser parts had 
been abstracted from the text and brought 
together in the-appendix. This saved a 
great dealoftime. “ For there we had them 
all at one fell swoop.” Might it not have 
been wiser if both the editors of Martial 
and the trustees of the Evanston public li- 
brary had done their work in a less obvious 
way?

Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 
“ Tribune.” 


The pale violet blossoms of the mountain 


bluebell (Campanula rotundifolia—a little 
bell, round leaved), the nature study given in 
Tue TRIBUNE today, are those of a most 
Gainty and delicate plant, yet hardy enough 
to survive on mountain tops over 5,000 fect 
above sea level. In the spring the plan‘ 
displays a tuft of round leaves, which fact 
gives it the name rotundifolia. The leaves 
are small and sparingly toothed, wither 
before flowering time, and are succeeded by 
a tall, wiry stem, with linear l¢aves of a 
pale olive green, and airy blue violet bells 
depending from thread like flower stems 
called pedicels. The plant is from six to 
eighteen inches in height. 

The mountain bluebell is found tn the 
United States from Maine south to New Jer- 
sey, west to South Dakota and Nebraska, 
and in the Rocky mountains south to Ari- 
zona, as well as in the mountains of Cali- 
fornia. Although native to mountain sides 
the bluebell thrives in barren, sandy fields 
or grassy places, either in sunshine or 
shadow. The blossoms last from June to 
September. The corolla is five lobed and 
graded in color from light violet or pale 
lavender to white at its base. The promi- 
nent pistil is tipped with a three lobed 
stigma, which is at first green and finally 
white. The five anthers are a delicate lav- 
ender tint. Cross fertilization is carried on 
by means of insects, the chief visitor being 
the bumblebee, which must clasp the promi- 
nent stigma before he can enter the inverted 
bell. In the endeavor to reach the base of 
the blossom some of the pollen obtained from 
a previously visited flower is brushed off the 
bee and cross fertilization is effected. 

Another name for the bluebell, much used, 
is harebell, a native of Europe and Asia as 
well as the United States, and identical with 
the bluebell of Scotland. 

In our range the bellflower family (campa- 
nulacese), to which the bluebell belongs, 
is made up of herbs possessing an 
acrid juice, which in some varietics 
ix also milky. The fruit is a many seeded 
capsule. Cross fertilization is carried on 
by. means of bees and large files. Some bot- 


anists include the campanula famnily in that | 


of the lobelia, but it is generally agreed that 
the connecting links are lacking which wouid 
make the close relationship evident. 

Venus’ looking glass, bellfiower, marsh 
bellflower, and -the tall bellflower are varie- 
ties of the campanula family which are 
common in all parts of the country. Their 


coloring ranges from white and lavender to {| 


purple. They are found cultivated in old 
fashioned gardens, and are favorites not 
only because of their delicate beauty of 
coloring and tHe gracefulness with which 
they depend from their stems but because 
of their. ability to thrive under any condi- 
tion of soil and moisture. They require little 
or no care, and come up in the spring itn 
spite of weather and lack ofattention. They 
are also known as heather bells and Canter- 
bury bells, though the latter is a distinct 
species. 


The European bellfiower has become nat- 
uralized in New England, and the roadsides 
are biue in the summer months with its 
graceful Mlac blue spires. In the language 
of flowers the bluebell means “ constancy ” 
and “ health.”

NEW BOOKS. 


ALONG A RIVER BANK, 
From “ The Love Story of Abner Stone,”’ 
by Bdwin Carlile Litsey. A. S. Barnes 
&Co, 

* Did you ever lazy along a river bank in 
May, and just live, and fish, and smoke, and 
do nothing else? If you have not, you have 
missed a great pleasure. If you fail tocatch 
many fish, it doesn’t matter much. There 
is a certain spell in the air which defies 
ennui, and a kind of tonic steals into your 
blood which makes it tingle through your 
veins, much as the rising sap in the young 
trees, I imagine. You rise im the morning 
and bathe your eyes open in a nearby spring, 
whose crystal, cool water is like the touch 
of a healing hand. Then comes breakfast 
of bacon, coffee, and good, ight bread. Then 
your pipe comes as naturally as a deep 
breath of the forest scented air, and you 
take your rod and minnows and wander up 
the bank through the weeds and dewy grass. 
Under the shadow of that old, half sunken 
log is where the bass stay. The water is 
deep and clear, and your hook sinks with a 
low gurgle, like an infant's laughter. What 
matters it whether a bite come at once or 
not? You sitina hollow formed by acurving 
tree root, rest*your back against the tree 
trunk, and are contented. The other side of 
the stream is lined with endless stretches cof 
trees—sycamore, elm, dogwood, with their 
starry eyes peering in innate vanity over the 
bank into the mirror beneath them, and 
underbrush of all descriptions. Where the 
tide has once been, and receded, is a stretch 
of yellow clay, now glistening from the 
dews of night. After a while the sun strikes 
this, and the wet surface glows like gold. 
Then your wandering eye—for you have for- 
gotten your cork—observes a bubble as it 
rises and bursts midway across the stream, 
and you idly watch the widening circle which 
radiates from it. Then in the center of the 
circle the tiniest dark spot appears, which 
gradually assumes the shape. of a black, 
shining head, It remains stationary for 
awhile, then slowly moves to the opposite 
bank. A disk like shell is lifted, two broad 
feet dig their claws into the mud, and Mr. 
Turtle drags himself up high and dry for a 
sunning. 

“The delightful silence was: suddenly 
broken by the harshest of chattering, and a 
crested kingfisher descends like a shot from 
some dead limb high up in the tree under 
which you are sitting, and, skimming low 
over the surface of the water, finally disap- 
pears without his prey.

TRADE IN THE ANTILLES. 
Mr. Walker’s Book on Economical Con- 
ditions in the West Indies. 

In his work “ The West Indies and the 
Empire” (E. P. Dutton & Co., New York), 
Mr. H. de R. Walker draws a pathetic pic- 
ture of the economical conditions prevailing 
in the British West Indies, and for much 
of the distress prevailing there he holds the 
colonial policy of the empire responsible. 
He claims, and produces statistics in plenty 
to fortify himself in his position, that Great 
Britain has acted the part “of u step- 
mother ’’ toward the colonies, and has in 
nowise fostered their industries or encour- 
aged their trade, save when it has been for 
her own particular advantage to do so. In 
the sugar trade especially he claims that 
no effort has been made to assist the col- 
onies in getting rid of their product, that 
the requests of the sugar producers in the 
islands for the imposition of countervailing 
duties upon sugar have not been heeded, and 
that the neglect of the egnpire in these re- 
spects has left the islanders in a pcsition 
where they must either abandon their sugar 
plantations or produce the sugar at_a loss. 
The result will be, he says, unless action is 
taken to prevent it, the abandonment of the 
sugar industry In the West Indies. 

He also points out that the United States 
is the best customer that the islanders have, 
and that it is their best market. Merchants 
will in time, he claims, buy from the men 
who buy from them, and unless Great 
Britain steps in and purchases the product 


| of the planters, all their trade will sooner or 


later go to the United States. 

An interesting suggestion made by Mr. 
Walker is that the Windward and Leeward 
Isiands should be united into one colony, the 
island of Trinidad to be the front of the or- 
ganization. This step would, he deciares, 
lessen the expenses of government and in- 
crease the business prospects of the islands 
in a marked degree. 

The administration of local affairs in the

Britain has readjusted the duties on the 
island products. 

Mr. Walker’s work, although somewhat 
packed with statistical matter, is one of de- 
cided interest to students .of political econ- 
omy, and especially to American merchants 
who are desirous of extending their trade 
in the British West Indies. 


NOTES OF THE MAGAZINES. 

Two quarterly reviews have been added 
to the list of American magazines. The 
Forum and the International, heretofore 
published as monthiles, will now appear but 
four times a year. The International Quar- 
terly will be more than double in the size 
and number of articles of the monthly; the

BT another royal and imperial mar- 
Triage to record. This time it is that 
of young Duke Siegfried of Bavaria 
with Archduchess Marie Annunciata 
of Austria, lady abbess of the order 
of noble ladies of the palace of Hradehine at 
Prague, and as such qualified to exercise 
episcopal functions at any coronation cere- 

mony that may take place in the old Bohe- 
mian capital. 

The emperors of Austria are likewise kings 
of Bohemia, and formerly the kings of Bo- 
hemia used to be crowned at Prague with the 
crown of St. Wenzejiaus. 

It was the prerogative of the archibishop 
of Prague to crown the king of Bohemia, 
while it was the right of the lady abbess of 
the order of noble ladies of the Hradshine to 
crown the queen of Bohemia, this being the 
Only instance of a woman being allowed by 
the Roman Catholic church to exercise epis- 
copal functions. 

Her official costume comprises an episcopal 
crozier and a miter formed headdress. 

The office of lady abbess does not entail 
any vows of celibacy. It always is held by a 
princess of the imperial house, but is surren- 
dered on marriage. Queen Christine of 
Spain was lady abbess until she married the 
late Don Alfonso, while Archduchess Sophie 
was lady superior until she married Duke 
Albert of Wurtemberg. 

Duke Siegfried is the son of the late em- 
press of Austria’s youngest brother, Maxi- 
milian, and of the latter's wife, who was a 
princess of Saxe-Coburg. He is a nephew, 
‘therefore, of Emperor Francis Joseph, and 
is as popular at Vienna as at Munich. Some 
months ago he suddenly withdrew from the 
turf, on which he had been one of the most 
conspicuous figures, broke up his large and 
costly racing stable, and was granted a 
year’s leave from the army and from the 
crack cavalry regiment in which he held a 
commission. It was said at the time that 
he had been going the pace too fast; that, 
realizing it himself, he had of his own accord 
called a halt, and had determined to break 
with the past. Ther he started on foreign 
travels, went out to India, and on his way 
back paid a visit to Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand at the latter’s country seat in Bohemia, 
in order to compare notes with him, Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, the heir apparent 
to the Austro-Hungarian throne, having 
likewise spent some time shooting big game 
in India. 

While staying with the archduke the young 
Bavarian prince met his host’s unmarried 
sister, fell in love with her, and the engage- 
ment followed. 

Duke Siegfried is just a year older than 
his bride, who is a charming, accomplished, 
and attractive girl, having inherited much of 


} the brilliancy, as well as the good looks, of her 


mother, the widowed Archduchess Marie 
Therese, whose husband, it may be remem- 
bered, was Charles Louis, the brother of the 
emperor. Duke Siegfried is a magnificent 

‘ horseman, and is one of the few princes of the 
blood in Europe to have achieved distinction 
as a steeple chase rider. 


King Victor Emmanuel is firmly resolved to 
remain on good terms with the free masons, 
who, as I have pointed out before in these 
columns, are all powerful in Italy, for he 
has appointed the grand master of the craft, 
who bears the name of Nathan, a senator 
of the kingdom, with a seat in the upper. house 
of the national legislature. 

_ Nathan received his seat as grand master of 
the order, and this is, 1 believe, the only in- 
stance on record where the craft has publicly 
and officially been regognized by the execu- 
tive of any civilized government as a factor 
in national politics and asa national institu- 
tion on the same lines as other great public 
bodies, such as universities, scientific so- 
cieties, etc. 


The widespread impression that the organ 
grinder pretender to the earldom of Poulett, 
having been defeated in his suit to secure 
possession of the exceedingly valuable 
Poulett estates, had abandoned his claims to 
the peerage, turns out to be a mistake, for 
among the peerage cases on file and awaiting 
the attention of the committee of privileges 
of the houge of lords is that of the claimant 
to the Poulett earldom. 
There is little doubt that the house of lords 
committee will decide against the organ 
grinder and stamp him once and for all time 
with illegitimacy of birth, which will dispose 
of his pretensions and terminate his bor- 
rowing facilities. The amount of money 
which he has managed to borrow, that is to 
say, if one is to judge by the number of so- 
called bonds bearing his name and signature 
that are in-existence, is something phenom- 
enal and furnishes a striking illustration vf 
the credulity of rich people. It may safely 
be assumed, however, that he had to pay 
heavily for the discounting of these bonds, 
and that he only received a relatively small 
amount of the large sums which they repre- 
sent. 

The late Lord Poulett endeavored for years 
to repudiate legally his paternity in connec- 
tion with the birth of the organ grinder 
claimant, but English law is constituted so 
strangely that as long as a child is born in 
wediock, no matter who the acknowledged 
and approved father may be, the paternity 
is fastened legally and ifremediably upon 

the husband of the mother, even if they 
have been living apart for years. It there- 
fore sometimes happens that a notoriously 
and admittedly illegitimate son succeeds to 
entailed estates, and even to titles—that is, 
as long as the latter are restricted to mere 
baronetcies, 

It is only when there are peerages in the 
case that the so-called committee of privi- 
leges of the house of lords has its say in 
the matter. This committee determines, 
not as a court of law, but as a sort of com- 
mittee of the upper house of the national 
legislature, whether claims to the position 
of hereditary legislator are well founded or 
not. 

It considers whether a claimant to a peer- 
age of the united kingdom can take his seat 
at Westminster, whether the claimant to 4 
Scotch peerage can take part in the meet- 
ings of Scotch peers that are held at Holy- 
rood palace, at Edinburg, at the commence- 
ment of every new parliament, in response 
to a summons of the crown, in order to elect 
those members of the order that are to rep- 
resent the peerage of Scotland in the house 
of lords at Westminster, and the committee 
likewise determines if the claimant to an 


election of Irish representative peers. 

The committee does not, however, issue 
any judicial decree. It merely recommends 
the crown to act, and it is on the strength 
of the recommendations of the committee 
that the sovereign grants or withholds the 
summons of the crown to the claimant to 
fulfill his duties and to exercise his preroga- 
tives as a peer of the realm. If the crown 
refuses to issue the summons that ends the 
matter and there is no redress. 


Three other peerage cases awaiting the 
attention of the committee of privileges of 
the house of lords are the claim of Lord 
Mowbray and Stourton to the earldom of 
Norfolk, now held by the duke of Norfolk; 
the claim to the Darcy and Fauconberg bar- 
onies, now dormant; and the claim of the 
Austrian born Viscount Taaffe, son of the 
late Austrian prime minister, to vote in the 
election of Irish representative peers as 4 
peer of the kingdom of Ireland. 

Of course, Viscount Taaffe has no rights 
of this kind, not being a naturalized British 
citizen, his status being identical: with that 
of the American born Lord Fairfax, the 
rights and prerogatives of whose Scottish 
peerage cannot be exercised as long as he 
remains an American citizen.

RRJECT PLEAOF TEACHERS 


COMMISSIONERS PROBABLY WILL 
SAVE KINDERGARTENS.. 


Members of Finance Committee to Meet 
Today to Apportion Back ‘Trax Money 
~They Deny Argument That It Must 
Be Applied First to Deficiencies of 
Last Year—Federation Likely to 
Have a Hearing of Its Claim. 


The finance committee bf the board of 
education will meet this afternoon to appor- 
tion the $264,000 which the schools receive | 
from the 1900 back taxes, and, despite the 
argument of the Chicago teachers’ federa- 
tion that the money must be applied only to 
restore losses because of the cut In 1900, the 
kindergartens will be taken care of for the 
coming year. The executive committee of 
the federation will hold a meeting this morn- 
ing, and it is probable that it will seek an 
audience with the. committee in the after- 
noon to press its claim. 

“I believe the committee will make an 
appropriation sufficient to support all ‘the 
kindergartens,” said Chairman Mark of the 
finance committee yesterday. The amount 
required is $35,000, I believe. I have not 
given the contention of the teachers much 
study, but if they apply for a hearing from 
the committee they will get it. I do not an- 
ticipate that the kindergartens will suffer.’ 


Ready to Urge the Claim. 

At the federation headquartere last 
evening it was said that the organization had 
in hand sufficient data and information to 
direct it in any plan it might make for pre- 
senting it claim for the reimbursement of 
the losses suffered by teachers.because of the 
cut in salaries in 1900. 

There are members of the board who do 
not place much confidence in the position 
taken by the federation. The statement is- 
sued by Miss Rowe, president of the federa- 
tion, laid stress on the fact that the city coun- 
cil in making the appropriation made a defi- 
nite provision that a sufficient part of the 
$7,455,000 so appropriated should be expended 
by the board in restoring the salaries of 
teachers for that year. This clause was in- 
sérted in the appropriation at the request of 
the federation, and now members of the 
board say that the council had no right to put 
it there. 

“ The counci has the right to approve the 
requisition for money as made by the board, 
and cannot dictate to the board how this 
money shall be used,”’ said a member of the 
board. ‘‘ The board makes two requisitions, 
one for an educational fund and another for 
a building fund. While the council stipulat- 
ed how a, portion of the educational fund 
should be used, it had no right to do so, and 
the board is not bound by such orders.” 


Mrs. O’Keeffe’s Resolution. 

The kindergarten matter is before the 
finance committee on a resolution intro- 
duced several weeks ago by Mrs. Isabella 
O'Keeffe, and referred. This resolution pro- 
vides that a sufficient amount shall be ap- 
propriated out of the back tax fund to open 
and support all the kindergartens. She is 
confident that the resolution will be ap- 
proved today. 

“The federation has secured $1,100,000 to 
the city by its action in the courts, and 
should receive consideration,” declared Miss 
Margaret Haley. ‘“ Nearly $600,000 was se- 
cured in 1900 and about $500,000 in 1901 from 
corporate stock that had never been taxed 
before.

ARMOUR SEEKING TO BUY 
THE INTERNATIONAL PLANT. 


Equipment of the Concern Which Is in 
Liquidation May Pass to the Control 
of the Big Packing Firm. 


That the firm of Armour & Co. has its eyes 
on the idle plant of the International pack- 
ing company was made evident from the in- 
formation given out yesterday by members 
of the committee representing the bondhold- 
ers of the International. The plans of the big 
packing company have gone so far, it is 
said, that the plant already has been in- 
spected and measurements of the buildings 


and machinery taken. The members of the 


committee, upon whose hands the plant is 
said to be a white elephant, are said to be 
anxious to sell. 

“I hope Armour & Co. do buy the plant,” 
said a member of the committee. “ The 
company has inspected it, and its architects 
have taken measurements. That isasfaras 
the deal has gone.”’ 

The buildings have been converted into a 
warehouse and half the plant is being util- 
ized in that way. The International com- 
pany, which is now in liquidation, handled 
provisions exclusively, and it is believed that 
the efforts of Armour & Co. toward securing 
it were inspired by the necessity of meeting 
competition on the part of Swift & Co., which 
firm recently secured control of the Anglo- 
American provision company plant. 

With the reports of the efforts of Armour 
& Co. to secure the International was coupled 
& report that the plant was wanted as an ad- 
junct to the Hammond plant, now being 
erected in the stock yards and which, it is 
said, Armour & Co. are about to purchase, 

A report was circulated during the day that 
Nelson Morris & Co. had secured the United 
States dressed beef company of Nw York. 
This concern is said to have been in the hands 
of a syndicate of wealthy New York butch- 
ers who created it to meet the competition of 
the Chicago packing interests. Edward Mor- 
rig declined to discuss the report.

In portions of the 
central and upper Ohio valley the crop has 
sustained serious damage from local storms, 
Cool, moist weather has checked ripening 
over the northern portions of the winter 
wheat region, and lodging is reported from 
some districts. On the north Pacific coast 
the crop has made favorable progress, ex- 
cept in eastern Washington, where rain is 
needed. Heavy yields are reported from 
central and northern California. 

The general condition of spring wheat is 
promising, although advancement has bees 
somewhat checked in portions. ' 

Considerable lodging of oats is reported 
from the states of the Missouri and upper 
Mississippi valleys, but, on the whole, this 
crop has progressed favorably and a gen- 
eral improvement is indicated in the middle 
Atlantic states and upper Ohio valley. A 
large crop is being harvested in Oklahoma 
and Kansas, and the outlook in Nebraska 
is excellent. 

Cotton continues to suffer for rain in 
south eentral portion of the cotton beit, an 
drought conditions have rapidly developed 
over the greater part of Georgia where the 
crop is in less favorabie.condition than in the 
previous week. Over the northern portions 
of the central and eastern districte more 
favorable conditions exist, although lice are 
extensively reported throughout the central 
and eastern portions. The feature of the 
week was the abundant rainfall over the 
greater part of the drought region of Texas. 

The weather conditions have been favorable 
for the tobacco crop, which, however, bas 
in the middle Atlantic 
states as a result of low temperatures. 

Apples continue promising in New Eng- 
land and New York, and the outlookin Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma is improved; an inferior 
crop is indicated in the central valleys and 
middie Atlantic states. The reports respect- 
ing peaches are unfavorable.
